English and Canadian forces in Holland are ligating 
and winning one of the war’s most important battles. 
It is not one of the spectacular batties, as compai cd 
with lilt' invasions of France and the Philippines, the 
dash across France, or even the reduction of Aachen. 
But it will certainly rank as one of the decisive steps 
toward Allied victory. 
Slugging doggedly, striking brilliantly with Commando 
tactics, lighting waist deep in water for possession oi a 
rise of ground, these tough, stout-hearted fighters have 
struggled for the great prize of Antwerp. 
And soon 
supplies for the invading Allies will be streaming 
through this great port. 
Then it can safely be prophe­ 
sied that the really big pushes will commence. 
Antwerp is one of tho world s chief harbors and 
} sort s. 
It was so 400 years ago, when as many as 500 
ships would enter the harbor in one day, 1000 foreign 
merchants were numbered among the cosmopolitan 
population, imd 2000 carts a week would lumber in and 
out with the goods of a flourishing European commerce. 
B\ -tin treaty pf Muenster the Schelde was closed 
to navigation from 1648 to 1865. with two briel inter­ 
ruptions. 
But in the years that followed the reopening 
Antwerp again became a major port. 
Natural inland 
waterways were supplemented by a system oi cansos. 
These, with the growing Allied hold on rail transporta­ 
tion in liberated France and Holland, wall soon be speed­ 
ing material almost to the I routs I rom Antwerp s «>() 
miles of docks. 
Of course the Germans have destroyed many instal­ 
lations. 
But they cannot hope to impede Allied pro­ 
gress seriously, not with the bitter knowledge they al­ 
ready have of Allied engineering ingenuity and impro­ 
visation. 
The inspiration that led to the floating concrete 
harbors towed from Britain (which German air recon­ 
naissance saw but couldn’t fathom) enabled the beach­ 
head to b e c o m e the world’s second largest port in the 
early days of the invasion. 
Only New York harbor ac­ 
commodated more traffic. 
The trucks ol the "Redball 
.Express” and the engineers who laid oil pip dines almost 
as fast as the armies could march formed a connecting 
link between the improvised harbor and the lighting 
men. 
It has been superb teamwork, to the glory of G. I. 
Stevedores and truck drivers as well as infantrymen. 
Now. with Antwerp at the Allies disposal, the Nazis 
can prepare themselves as best they can for the final. 
smashing blows.
